' Frankfort.— The defects and the 
tbe needa of Kentucky's tax system 
were pointed out by I'rof. Carl Cop- 
ping Plehn at an open meetlnK of the 
Kentucky tax commission at Cominer- 
cial club headquarters in Ixiulsville. 
Prof. Plehn Is of the University of Cal- 
ifornia, and is considered one of the 
foremost tax exports In the country. 
He was employed by the commission 
to make a complete investigation of 
the tax situation In Kentucky and to 
recommend reforms. The faults of 
the present system, as pointed out 
by I'rof. Plehn follow: 

Failure of local assessors to get f.ll 
the property on the tux lists because 
they do not have proper maps in their 
offices; general undervaluation of 
property; inequalities of taxing differ 
ent property owners; inequalities of 
taxing different classes of property; 
inefficient tax assessors and yearly as- 
sessments. Although Prof. Plehn still 
has several weeks of work before he 
will formulate his recommendations 
for tax reform In Kentucky, he unof- 
ficially suggested the following reme- 
dies: Central control of all UHsess- 
mcnts In the state by a strong state 
tax commission; larger assessment 
districts so that fewer assessors would 
be employed, and so that they would 
be employed throughout the entire 
year Instead of or a few months as 
now; a salary instead of a fee basis 
la paying assessors, soset, nn~- '■■ Ln 
•ligible to reappointment; use uf good 
Baps In making assessments; assess- 
ment and equalization every four 
years instead of yearly, us now. In 
order to reduce expenses and give the 
assessors chance to become Bkilled; 
the central tax commission to have 
control of the work of assessing all 
corporations instead of the present 
plan of having both the railroad com- 
mission and the state board of assess- 
ments and valuations make the assess- 
ments of railroads. Prof. Plehn point- 
ed out that the Bame general financial

Attack Follows Clssh Between Men 
* and Sailors In Which Latter Were 
Defeated— Police Look On. 

Seattle, Wash., July 21.— United 
Slates sailors and marines from the 
Pacific reserve fleet, reinforced by 
soldiers and some young civilians, 
made a general raid on Socialist and 
Industrial Workers of the World 
strongholds In this city Friday. The 
attack followed a clash Thursday 
night between I. W. V.'. people aud 
sailors, In which three of Uncle Sam's 
men were beaten up. 

A provost guard of fifty men of the 
fleet was hurried ashore in cutters 
to arrest all the rioters, who caused 
much damage. 

Secretary o( the Navy Daniels was 
dining on tbe cruiser West Virginia, 
the guest of Admiral Reynolds, when 
the rioting began. The rioting was 
ascribed to a speech he had made In 
denunciation of the red flag 

There were two parties of rioters. 
The first wrecking party to get under 
way was composed of twelve men of 
the navy, several members of the 
Washington naval reserve and 100 
young civilians. Waving United 
States flags the storming party swoop- 
ed down on the cart news stand of 
Mllard Price, a Socialist orator, at 
Fourth avenue and WesUake boule- 

city.' 

The cart was broken to splinters 
and the big stock of Socialist papers 
and magazines destroyed. 

The mob rushed to Socialist head- 
quarters on Fifth avenue, smashed the 
plate glass window and nailed Ameri- 
can flags to the front of the build- 
ing. Two pullcemen smiled compla- 
cently on the wreckers. The sailors 
tore the signs off the front of the 
building and broke them to pieces. 

Meanwhile, a second party of men 
from the fleet attacked the big Indus- 
trial Workers' headquarters on Wash- 
ington street. In the southern psrt of 
the city. Tbe contents of the build- 
ing were dragged Into the street and 
a bonfire made of them. 

The mob re formed In tbe north 
part of tbe city after It had been dis- 
persed and went back to tbe Socialist 
headquarters and sacked the place,, 
destroying furniture and a largs 
quantity of literature. 

Shortly before midnight Secretary 
Daniels, addressing a banquet at the 
Rainier club In his honor, praised tha 
attitude of tbe mayor of Bostou, who 
stopped s red flag parade. 

"The red flag has no place lu this 
country, he said, and believers la 
It have no place In this country.

Martin M Mulhall gave the senate 
lobby investigating committee his 
story of the alleged effort In 1907-1*08 
to bribe Samuel Gompers. president of 
the" American Federation of Labor, to 
desert the cause of labor and support 
the policies advocated by the National 
Association of Manufacturers. 

Mulhull admitted he had no positive 
Information that an attempt to bribe 
Oompers had actually been made, but 
he said Atherton Brownell of New 
York had outlined the plans to him 
and had told him of what was to be 
done. 

The committee held a session at 
night to hear tbe testimony of 8. W. 
McClav i of Paterson. N. J., now a can 
dldate for congress, aud with whom 
Mulhall said ho had worked through 
out the campaign of 1910. when Mc 
Clave woe running against William 
Hughes in the Sixth district. 

The committee opened the Oompers 
incident when newspaper clippings ujv 
peared showing that Gompers had 
made the bribery charges before a 
court in 1*08, and that President Van 
Cleave of the Manufacturers' ussocia 
tlon had denied all connection with 
them.

There la a point of view therefore. 
In which such a people have nothing 
to do with civil Rovernment becauae 
such government la a part of the sys- 
tem of ungodliness represented by 
S i- in whom the Scriptures call the 
god of this world. Ills dominion is to 
be destroyed when Christ comes to 
sot up his klnRdom In Its place. True 
Christians, therefore, are not expect- 
ing the millennium to be brouRht 
sbout by moral or political reforma. 
but are waiting for his coming to In- 
troduce and make It a possibility 
What Caeaar Repraaenta. 

Hut while this is true, such Chris- 
tiana believe that they have obliga- 
tions to the Rovernment under which . 
they lire, privileges to be enjoyed and 
a stewardship for which they must 
give account of God. Paul claimed 
protection because of his Roman cltl- 
senshlp. but no man has a moral 
right to ask protection from a govern- 
ment to which he Is Indifferent, and 
for which he will not use his Influ- 
ence to make It the best possible. 
"Caesar" represented the civil gov- 
ernment of Christ's day, and the 
things to be rendered unto him were 
the taxes Imposed by the Roman era- 



reMon In relation to rtvll govern 
Thou shalt love thy neighbor as thy 
self." Of course, this means that we 
shall try to save our neighbor and 
bring him with us on the way to 
heaven. Rut It means slso that we 
can not be Indifferent to the earthly 
difficulties of the way. In other

Much of this went 
to private customers at II to 20 cents 
a pound. 

I sold some of the choicest comb 
honey to hotels at 14 to 18c. This sea-

The Indian rope trick, which no one 
who haa seen It performed has ever 
satisfactorily explained.

Mr. Maskelyne dismisses the trick 
»s follows: Indian conditions of at- 
mosphere are necessary to the suc- 
cess of the trick. The spectators face 
the setting sun and are 
from It by an awning The rope 
Is evidently a Jointed bamboo with thr 
Joints made to lock. Vp thla "rope" 
or "pole" a boy climbs to a height of 
about 30 feet or so. till out of sight of 
tho people. Then he disappears" as 
though Into space. 

What really happens. Mr. Maskelyne 
explains. Is that the Spectators are 
blinded by the setting sun and that 
the boy climbs up the polo or rope aud 
then drops quickly to the ground. Be- 
fore the astonished onlookers know 
anything about It be Is covered up 
with a sheet. 

This is tho most ingenious attempt 
at an explanation of the trick yet 
made, but It will not appear conclusive 
to all who have witnessed the per- 
formance.

ed at Kbandalla— a hill station near 
Hombay — and again at Delhi at mid- 
day, without any awning being used or 
any effects but the rope. 

EDUCATION NOT ALL MENTAL 

Man Who Could Not Swim Is Refused 
Diploma by Authorities at the 
Columbia University. 

The authorities at Columbia univer- 
sity have refused to award a dipllma 
to a senior who has not learned to 
swim the length of the pool In the 
gymnasium. A few years ago such 
action would have been deemed ab- 
surd. There are those who are unable 
to swim the length of a gymnasium 
pool and a student's qualifications for 
a degree of bachelor of arts, says the 
St. Paul Pioneer Press. They are the 
people who believe that the only bene- 
fit to be derived from attendanoe at 
college ts obtained from books. The 
requirements Imposed at Columbia is 
an Indication of the more practical 
turn that Is being given to educational 
effort in recent times. 

While most boys learn to swim with- 
out the aid of college or even common 
"efcool Instruction, there are few 
iningw KViM — hr a ,oniY«rsK • of 
more practical value. Every one not 
physically disqualified should be mod- 
erately proficient In the art of keep- 
ing afloat in the water.

Pernicious Doctrine Condemned. 

The pastor cited instances of men 
who upheld this motto and who Anally 
went to the penitentiary for dlahon- 
esty. 

"The most pernicious doctrine of 
which I know," said Mr. Muckley, "is 
that which teaches a young man 
should sow his wild oats. It Is because 
of this teaching that we have so many 
mental wrecks. The Bible tells us that 
which a man sows, so shall he reap. 
Many fall. Just because they have not 
prepared In youth for the responsibili- 
ties of life. 

"The parents should teach their chU- 
dren the secrete of life., rather than 
have them learn on the streets. I 
should favor even the placing of signs 
of warning to young men where traps 
exist. As the United States govern- 
ment haa placed signs of warning' at 
the entrance of Do-tt V«Uey-*n r>—*\4 
the welfare board or some other v ■ Ic 
body place warnings over every houae 
of death' that Is In the pathway of 
our youth. 

"The youth and all of us must have 
amusement, but care should be exer- 
cised In the selection of those amuse 
ments. A playing carJ may look inno- 
cent enough, but it Is the tool of the 
gambler.

During ^ul^ and Augustdie right 
kind of work must be given the late 
potatoes regularly, for eternal vlgl 
tance in tho potato patch la the price 
of a good yield of tubers. If they 
are properly looked after they will 
clean in the rows, with hardly a 
weed in hills 

As soon as the planta show In rows 
across a Aeld start the cultivator and 
set the teeth to run four or Ave 
inches deep tbe flrst time over the 
ground This loosens up the com- 
pacted soil and gives the tiny rootlets 
a better chance to penetrate between 
the soli particles. 

From then maintain a dirt or dust 
mulch In between the rows and 
around tho hills. This Is Imperative- 
ly necessary to prevent, the ueedless 
waste of moisture by evaporation. To 
chock this the dirt mulch acts aa a 
blanket by cutting off the multitudes 
ot little holes which appear through 
the crust and through which the sun 
pumps tho water out very rapidly. 

It Is a puxzle sometimes to know 
Just what la the best tool to use at 
all times in cultivating potatoes 
through the growing season. The 
horse weeder Is one that may be used 
at certain times In the potato Aeld 
to alternate with the spring-toothed 
cultivator, especially when the pota- 
toes are planted in drills. 

It levels the ground and destroys 
a multitude of weeds. Then for a few 
days the cultivator takes hold and 
does better work than It would if tbe 
teetb followed right In the same | 
teeth tracks as bofore. 

Tho weeder sometimes dooB more 
damage thau good, if used improperly. 
I like to use it in tbe afternoon as it 
does less injury In breaking off tender 
plants. 

I keep the cultivator going very fre- 
quently over the same ground be- 
tween the rows, working as close to 
the bills as possible. But If the sea- 
son is wet I get out my old shovel 
plow and corugate the 
deep. 

This is for the purpose of 
a much larger portion of the surface 
soil and thus hasted the evaporation

made long enough to reach out a good 
distance on each aide of the creek or 
ravine. The timber uaed In Ita con- 
at ruction ahould be heavy — unfinished 
boards are the best. The trame 
ahould be made of 2x8. The other 
lumber — the boards which go across 
the frame — should be one inch thick 
and twelve wide, I'se spikes and ten- 
penny nails.

After the gate is 
made It should be hung securely. If 
there are no trees In line with the 
fence, or near enough to make their 
uae permissible, poles must be aet. A 
good, heavy polo should be selected.

The st <>r > of the Polyglot petition Is

As long as green clo*er 
lasts bloat will cause the death of 
many a good animal simply because 
the owner did not know how to treat 
the case to effect a speedy remedy. 
Tapping, as every one knows, will 
usually give relief, but aside from be- 
ing a particular piece of work It has 
the disadvantage of leaving a wound 
that cuts the animal down In flesh, 
and tt must be protected from the 
flies during the healing process. Here 
la a treatment that I have used 
iu a dozen cases. It has never failed, 
although In some instances' the ani 
mats were down on their knees. As 
soon as the animal Is known to be 
affected get a pall of cold water and 
pour it slowly over the distended 
sides of the animal and along the 
backbone. Repeat a few minutes 
later. 

Bloat is caused by a moist steam or 
vapor generated from the groeu, wet 
stuff in the animals paunch, aided 
by the natural heat of the animal s 
body. The cold water quickly lowers 
the temperature, causing the steam 
to condeuse and form water, which 
thou passes off by way of the
